The Bryant Execution—Wanging a Four 
teen- Year-Old Girl. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

AIKEN, 8.(., August 25.—Robert Parker, 
(he wife murderer, was hanged here shortly 
after noon in the jail yard, which is enclosed 
by aun eighteen foot wall. The condemned 
man stood on the ground and was ijerked up 
by rope and a 500 pound weight. He was 
calm and unflinching He said he was ready 
to die, and stuck to the statement that his 
wife was poisoned by his paramour, Mrs. 
Bates. Yesterday he asked to be allowed to 
belp in the erec'ion of the gallows, but he 
was refused. The hanging was private. The 
town was crowded. 


THE CRIME. 

Rohert Parker, bang-d here to-day, was an 
illiterate farmer, born in Aiken county, 24 
year-of age. His wife, Coroline, wa- a pisin, 
unattractive woman of 40. Their six years 
of wedd-d life was unhappy, oving tothe 
bu hend’s dissolute habits. In the esrly part 
of 1881 the Parkers rented a s-nali farm near 
this t-wn from Mrs. Hirriet Bates, a middie 
aged widow who lived near by, and with 
«hom Parker soon bevca..e unduly intimate. 
On the afternoon of the 22d of December Is« 
Parker leaving his wife ut home, staried ou 
incempany with Mrs. Buer to attend a 
‘frolic’ that night seven miles distant. 
Abeut two hours after her hu«band’s 
departure, Carolinc appeared at the house of 
her +ister-in-law,Sarah Pa ker,and com. |ain- 
ed of feeling very sick. She said she was afraid 
she had been poisoned bv a ewee'ened drink 
of whisky which ber bu band hid given her, 
snd which he ‘old her had been sent by Mrs. 
Baes tocurea headache, of which she had 
been complaining that morning. Caroline 
rapid'y grew worse, and she so-n died 
great agony. When Parkbr arrived he ex- 
bibited symptoms of the most intense grief, 
and declared ‘hat Mrs. Bites had poisoned 
his wife. A Coroner’s inquest was held. At 
the prelimicary hearng Mrs. Baies was dis- 


charged,. but Park-r was committed. 
A druggist testified that Parker came 
to his store on December 17, and’ 


asked for strychnine, with which to poison 
dogs. He sold bim four grafias. Parker’s 


side of the story was that nis wife had deen, 


poisoned by Mrs. Bates, with whom, he said, 
she had quarreied. Parker in his testimony 
several times contradicted bims«If. He was 
defended by abie counsel, The jury, after on 
of 
guilty, snd Parker was sentenced to be hanged 
on the 25 b day of August. Pa ker’s mother 
visited tne G vernor in per-on aod dve-ought 
a commutation of sentence, but to no avail.

After a short time several pistol shots were 
heard. As soon as the pistol shots sounded 
on the air, f Hlowed by cries fur help, Capt. 
Eiwards, Mr. Burch and other good ci 'zens 
ru hedtothe scene ofthe murder. When 
they arrived Moore was gasping in the last 
agony. Circumstaoces immediately raised 
su-picion against Bass and Bry.n. 
The two were arrested next morning, After 
their arrest they made a full confession. Bass 
admitsthathe beld Moore ahbi'e Bryan shot 
bim, and that be (Bass) afterwards rifled ths 
dead man’s pockei~. Moore had been seen to 
have a considerable amount of 
money on bis person. The exact amount 
taken by the murderers is not 
known. The officer «ho searched Bass and 
Bryan secured from Bass some $35, Bryap 
with flendi*h f rocity, shot the voa: med an

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CRIMINAL CARELESSNESS. 


Investigating the Railroad Acci- 
dent Near Belleville. 
Rae CRS 
The Evidence Shows That Gross Neglect 
Was the Cause.

BELLEVILLE, August 25.—The railroad 
accident near Belleville, which was published 
n yesterday’s PosT- DisPATCH, proves to 
have been a serious affair. The Belleville 
train on the Illinois and St. Louis road, which 
leaves St. Louis before n20n, was run into by 
a wild engine at the biuffs, five miles west 
Belleville. 

“Jenks’? Ensminger, the engineer of the 
train, was killed instantly. Eugineer Stone, 
who had charge of the wild engine, could 
give no explanation, except that be did not 
know tbat the passenger train was in his 
neighbb rhood. Julius Barinchol, fireman 


enthe passenger train was badly scalded.

3ts Effect on the Country and on Mili- 
tary O,eravions. 
Frow the London Telegraph. 

Measurirg ‘rom tbe caiarsets of the Syene, 
where the Nile enters Upper Ezypt from 
Nuvia, tothe most northerly points of the 
deita, or Luwer Evxyypt, there are about 600 
miles of country, ihe settled population of 
which is peculiarly dependent upon the great 
river for @very existence, and every year 
swayed by hop~s or fears as the waters of the 
stream are sufficient or searce or too atbuod- 
ant. The weifare of the Egyptian is, in 
truth, iutimately bound up sib the annual 
recurrence-»f a natural poénomenon knowa 
gs ihe ** Rising of the Nite,’? which has to be 
taken into accuunt io all matters aoe Po 
them, and more especisily to be conside 
in view of any military operations to be 
earried out Within the limits of the land of 
the Posraobs. 

The delta, or Lower Evyopt, is that part of 
the couotry m st jikely :o be effected by the 
events of an immediate future, and therefore 
any descrivtion of what is rermed “ihe Vat- 
ley of the Nile’? may be dispensed with. The 
river, issuing from the valley a few miles 


north of Cairo, enters the low, wide plain, 


which, from its re-semblanve tothe f urth 
jetier of the Greek alphabet, received from 
that people the name of the Delta. The 
stream divides itself into two branche:, that 
of R seta, or old Cavopic, and that of Dam- 
jat, ur Phatoitic. Be ween these two are 
NUMEROUS CANALS, 
large and smal:, ip ersecting the country in 
every direcii mn. Along the sea coast are the 
salt takes or mashes, called Burlos, com 
muoicating With ibe sea by ao outiet, whica 
is probably the same as ihe Sebennytic mou.h 
of ibe ancient geugraphers and MeuZalah. 
Proceeding westward the R>-etta ur B.I- 
biiine mouth is reached, which, with that of 
Damial, are DuW the ouly .Wo entrances f-om 
the sea into the Nile—ascessibie only to small 
yissels. The river at Rosettais abou: 1,800 
fect wide, and at Damiat nearly 800 fee. 
West of BR setta a salt mirsh, Calied Lake 
E ko, has been fo:med, wbich communicates 
on one side with the Nie and ou the other 
with the sea, or Aboukir Bay, by an ou let 
which corresponds to the od Can- 
opic mouth. Westof Lake E:ko is the Lake 
of Aboukir, Which commuaicstes witn the 
rea, and is divided from Lake M sreotis to the 
soutnwest:fit by au isthuwnus, along which 
pa-ses the canal of Alexandria, Kauwa as the 
Mabmoudieh Canal. his was used for the 
couvevance of passengers by the overlanag 
route to Iodia.

The rise of the Ni. ,O¢ca toued by the peri- 
odica! rains of Ceu.tai Afiica, begins in June, 
about the summer solstice, and cuntinues tv 
juc ease until Sep ember, oveifi»wing the 
lowlaods alougits cuurse. The deita then 
looks (ike au immevuse marsh, interspersed 
witb numwerou- isiands, With Villages, towus 
and trees ju-t above the water. So-uld the 
Nile rise u few feet abuve the customary ele 
va iou, ‘he inundativn Sweeps away the mude 
built eottsges of the fellaheen; drewos tbe 
caitie, and inVelves tue Whole population in 
run.

Tbe loundstions, faving re- 
mainved stationary fora few uays, begin to 
<ubvside, aud about the end of N vember 
mo-t of the fieids are left dry aod covered 
with a layer of:ico brown siime. t'bis is the 
time the land- are put u der cultivition. 

During the winier in England, which is the 

spring in Ezvp', the delta, a8 well a3 tne val- 
ley +f the N.e,! o&» like a del gniful garden, 
smiliog witb verdure aud biossum. Later ta 
the year the soil bec mes parched and dusty, 
and in May the ceuffvcsting Koamsio begins 
to blow fie quently from tbe south, sweeping 
along the fiuesaud aud causiog Various dis- 
euses until the rising of the rive: comes agaiu 
to refresh the lapu. Showers are very rare 
in Exyot except on the sea cuast; it rains oc- 
casionall) iu Cairo, and sometimes in Upver 
E-ypt. The nigh:s, bowever, are cuul, ani 
the dews heavy. Strong winds blow from 
thenorth during the summer, at the periou 
of tue inundation, aad are used in propelilag 
Vesseis Uv ibe Nie avainst the current. 

Anextiemeiy iow Nile is apt to produce 
di-ease votb in Man and beast. The hum d- 
ity of Lhe atmosphere 1s priveipally contruileu 
by the rise and fail of the stream. Foys pre- 
vail during the first two months of tbe reced- 
ing of (be waters. During May acd June the 
Nile ematn- at it« lowest. 

IN THE MIDDLE OF SEPTEMBER, 

at its beizbi, ail Me Canvais are fisieu aod the 
Wa er is Aumitled iDtutpe ficids. Such a sur- 
face materiaily alters the temperature, and 
ligul dews occur about sUnset ail thr -ugo the 
luwer country. As the river falis, ieaving the 
lacd wet and exposed to Lbe action of the sua, 
eXhalations asise which render the delta 
somewhat unbealthy, the prevailing diseases 
theu being ophthalmia, dysentery, diarrbaas 
and »sgue. Bythe middie of November tne 
river bas reti ea witnin its banks. 

The Niiome er used for the purpose of 

Dieasu vg tue beight of the Nile is situated 
on the isiand of Ruoda, opposite old Cairo. 
It consists of asquare Well or Chamber, in 
the center of which is a graduated pillar 
divided iuto seventeen cublis, Gach abvit 21 
7-l6 inchesiong. Owing tothe clevation vf 
the bed of the Nile, the relative prupurtiun of 
the rise of water bas been al.ered, and it now 
pastes ab ut one cubit aed two-thirds above 
the highest part of the column. The state of 
the stieam is prvociaimed tn the streets of 
Cairv duriog the inundation every day by 
several criers, to each of whom a parucuiar 
district is alioited. From twéuty-four feet tu 
‘tweuty-six feet may be taken as the ordinary 
maximum of tbe rise at Cairo.

The Last Bourbon Claimant to the 
French Thrvune. :; 
From the Lundon World. 

About twenty six mies from Vienna, near 
the Hungarian frontier, stands the castie of 
Fropsdorff, a very plain, white buiiding, 
ibree stories high, with fifteen large wia- 
dows and nine smail ones in front, and a bizh 
roof pierced by attic skylights, tike the old 
Puileries paace. A chapel adjotns this very 
unpicture:que mansion, which is reached by 
a stone briuge over a dried moat. The coun: 
try rouad is bare and dreary, being a wide, 
green, creeiess piain, exteuding to the Siyrian 
mouatains, which in the height 
of summer are generally capped 
with snow. A few  crttages are 
grouped near the park, and within two or 
taree miles lies the dul: town of Neustadt. 
Frvbsdorff 1s essentially a place for reiirement 
from the world, whence its ambitions, poiiti- 
Cai intrigues and military movemenis can be 
viewed as from a superior heigot, without 
any particiDation in the strife. [t has, there- 
fore, been appropriately selected for the 
abode uf the last heir of tne old Bourbon 
dyuasty, stili fondly known to the French 
Legitimiste as Henry V.—not a pretender, 
oul, according to divine right, the 
lanful King of France. The house 
once beionged to the Lichenstein fam- 
liy,but it was acquired by Curoline Murat,the 
ex-Queen of Navies, from whom it was 
bougot for its present occupant, whose ordi- 
nary appellation, the Cuunce de Uhampord, is 
only an incoguity, like that uf the Countess cf 
Batmora ;fur his father was the Duc de 
Berri, and he was himself created Due de 
Bordcaux at his baptisu. Here be lives with 
asuie of about eignt members of the old 
French aristucracy, whuse wives or daugh 
vers are ladies in waiting to Queen Marie 
fnerese, asthe Comtesse de CUnamoord is 
generally styled among themseives. 

stbhejComte de Cbamvord strongly resembles 
the oider members vfthe family, but his 
features are mure refined and bis exypres- 
sion ie more intellectual.

What an Expert Says in Regard to Con- 
sui Giffurd’s Repurt. 
From the New York Sua. 
Consul Gifford nas recently sent tothe State 
Department frum La R -cheile, France, some 


‘mportation of adulterated braody into the 
Uniced States. Mr. Charles McK. Leoser, 
esideat of the Wine aad Spirit Traders’ 
Society,and editor of Bunfort’s Wine acd 
Spirit Circular, said yesterday: “The grea. 
vause of the falling ff of tmportatious of 
French brandies is tue enormous duty of 32 
a gailon which i- imposed. Thee can be no 
doubt that in proportion as that duty is re- 
duced the quantity of foreign brandy imyport- 
-d will be 1acreased and its quality improved. 
It is true that the crop this 
‘ear has been quite small, owing to the 
fact that the vines in the neighborhood of 
Cognac have been eaten up by phylioxera. 
(be condition of things in that respect is im- 
proving uow, and there are many vines look- 
ing better than they did two yearsago. From 
vresent appearances the growers in UCharentes 
ire in strong Ropes that in the course of frm 
five to eight years their production will be as 
good as it was before the appearance of the 
phylloxera. Of course the demand fur brandy 
is kept up, and of course dealers are tryiug to 
supply it to the best of their ability. be 
quantity imported has fallen off enorm -usly. 
“The position taken by Consui Gifford is 
ridiculous on the face of it. He says that all 
the disinierested authorities he has consulted 
are uniformly of the opinion that the article 
(urnisbed on the terms that be quotes cannvt 
contain a drop of genuine brandy. But if the 
article were made of pure spirits, without a.y 
randy, it would be worth «bout tfty france a 
nectolitre, apd it brough: 175 francs, or more 
than three times the price of pure spirits. 8S» 
the isference is that there must have been 
some brandy in it. 
“Ofc mtn there is some adulterated bran- 
dy that comes to this country, and some of it 
is sold for pure brandy, but it is “rong to say 
hat there are not reputable merchants in 
bis country who sell pure brandy... ‘here 
are many of them, and anybody who knows 
pure brandy koows where to buy it. Severai 
vears ago @ daily newspaper in-tituted av ex- 
mination by ana:ysis of the liquors sod at 
various place«, and made a great ado about 
tinding more fuse oi!

“Generally, liquors are adulterated with 
oe spirits, it with anvihing.

Con - 
sul Gifford appears tohave been anxious to 
get Upsomething sensational. There need 
be no fear that when any article is so!d, at a 
very low price, for brandy, it will not be d:- 
tected tobe @ mereimitation. Mr. Giff rd 
says that if the French should send us a per- 
fectly pure articie our pe ple would not like 
it, and that therefore the mixed stuff is sent 

use tbat is what we like. His position is 
rather inconsistent. He says that we will not 
driok the pure article and don’t want it; that, 
therrfore, something to suit usis sbipved, 
and he proposes to punish us by exciudiag 
brandy aliogether. 

“Our consumption is a small proportion of 
the preduct ss campared with what is used 
in Great Britain and Rus-ia. The quantity 
bro ght to this couatry last year was but 
489,000 gallons, while the total shipment from 
Cugnac was 5,000,000 gallons. 

* The decrea-e in the crop has run up the 
price of brandy from 380 to 50 per cent. The 
actual cost of the pure articie laid down io 
this country, including duty and transporta- 
tion, 1s abou’ $5 a gation and upward. Job- 
bers get it at prices varying from $6 to $10, 
aod re utable merchants find oo difficulty in 
getiing fair prices for the genuine articie.”
